A nOrdinance to regulate the carrying 
moving, delivering, transfering or dis 

triljutingof intoxicating li«)Uorsin the 
City of Lancaster, Ivj:- 

Tlie City Council of the City (;f Lan- 
caster, Kentucky, do ordain" as fol- 
lows: ■ 

Sec. 1. It shad be unlawful fur an\ 
persun or persons, indivklual o' 
cjrporatiun, public or private carrit r 
to bring into, transfer to oth<: 
person or persons, corporations 
carrier or agent : deliver or oi^iribute. 
in the City of Lancaster, Kentuekv. 
any spiiituous, vinous, malt or oil:."-! 
mtoxicatuig iKiUor, regardle.ss of Hk 
name by which il may be called: aiui 
this oruinance shall apply to all paci<- 
ages o f such intuxicatiug liquor* 
whether broken or unbroken. Provi- 
ded individuals may bring into llie 
City of Lancaster. KetitHcky. iipi,.|. 
their person or as their personal bag 
ga^e. and fc;r their private u.>e. .suel 
liciuois ill (iii intity not e.xceed oiiega.- 
loii: ansi provided, t be provisions i I 
this ordinance shall not apply u 
licensed physicians or druggist, ti> 
whom any public carrier my delivei 
such gooda, in unbroken packages in 
quantity not to exceed five gallons al 
any one time. 

Sec 1. Each p:ickage of such spiri 
tiious, vinous, mail, or other intoxicat- 
ing luiuor, regardless ofL tbe name bj 
which it mav be called, whetjier brok 
en or unbroken packages, brought into 
and transferred to oilier person, cor- 
poration, carrier or agent, delivei. ,1 m 
distributed in the Cilv of Laiici.sier. 
KentucKy shall constilute a seperate 
otiense. 

Sec. :! Any person or persons, in- 
dividual or corporation, public or pri- 
vate carrier violatmg the provisions 
uf this urdanance shall be deemed giiii 
ty of violating tlie Local option law 
and shall be fined nut less than iifi\ 
nor more than one hundred dollars foi 
each olTen.se. 

Sec. 4. And the place of delivery of 
such liquors shall be lield to be the 
place ot .sale: Provided, furtlier, Thai 
the provisions uf this ordiance shall 
only aMly tooomasen earriers, corpor- 
ations,ltrm8or individuals whu usually 
carry f reigiit or goods for hire,and every 
lirm, common carrier, corporation or 
inoividual who receives pay for con 
veying vinous, malt or spirituous li-
